When, last Friday night, an earth temblor 
made its fearsome way across much of East- 
ein Europe, it left a particularly gruesome 
mark on Bucharest, And as the shovels 
search among the ruins, the personal trage- 
dies, of friendships and families severed 


brutally, are all too many. But there are” 


troubles of broader scope as well. Romania 
is a country that plans, that organizes in- 
dustry in accordance with an established 
program, Now it has been stated that the 
effects of the earthquake on industry will 
take four or five years to cure. 

The United States seldom indulges in 
economic planning, on a national basis. It 
is having difficulty arriving at an energy 
program that will match growing needs and 
diminishing resources. But it does make 
certain assumptions about its productivity— 
and othér nations around the world share 
those assumptions, especially with regard to 
food grains. 

But the United States is suffering its own 
difficulties—not from any lack of specific 
Planning, but because the weather, in 2 foul 
winter mood, bas crept across the country 
much as that temblor swept through Europe.

Jems for himself, as well as for mice, by 
plowing flelds, building perilously tall strac- 
tures, fouling the atmosphere and the 
waters with artificial pollution. Nature 
responds vengefully to that—but it also has 
vast powers, used for purposes and in 
fashions of its own. 

It is necessary, therefore, that man must 
not only use bis dominion wisely, so that 
it does not so affect nature as to waste or 
damage its treasures, diminishing as hufans 
multiply around the globe. He must, in ad- 
dition, take account of nature’s whims and 
fancies, its changes of climate and its dev- 
astating shrugs of rock and 5011, its mighty 
floods of river or tidal waves of sea. To 
the extent possibie, man’s knowledge of his 
surroundings must be applled to predictions 
of the virtually unpredictable, and his 
technology to defense against the virtually 
indefensible. :
